To  the  Mayor  and  Members  of  the  Haslingden 
Borough  Council 

I have  the  honour  to  present  the  Annual  Report  for  the  year  1965, 
on  the  health  and  sanitary  conditions  of  the  district* 

The  Registrar  General  has  estimated  the  population  as  14,210,  which 
is  the  same  figure  as  given  for  1964,  The  1961  census  gave  a population 
of  14,370,  This  was  a decrease  of  135  since  the  census  of  1951, 

The  adjusted*  birth  rate  was  21,7  and  the  adjusted  death  rate  12,6 
per  1000  of  the  population.  The  corresponding  rates  for  England  and  Wales 
were  18,1  and  11,5  respectively.  There  were  seven  deaths  of  infants  under 
one  year  of  age,  giving  an  infant  mortality  rate  of  25,5  per  1000  live 
births,  compared  with  the  national  rate  of  19,0,  An  average  for  the 
previous  five  years  in  the  Borough,  gives  a rate  of  19,9. 

There  was  a decrease  of  eleven  in  the  number  of  deaths  in  1965  from 
203  to  192,  Heart  disease  was  reaponaible  for  the  greatest  number  of 
deaths,  74  being  attributed  to  this  cause  in  1965  as  against  84  in  1964, 
shelving  a decrease  of  ten  deaths  from  this  disease.  There  were  ten 
deaths  from  lung  cancer  (7  males,  3 females)  in  1965,  as  against  nine 
deaths  (8  males,  1 female)  in  1964,  Full  details  of  the  principal 
causes  of  death,  along  with  age  and  sex  distribution  is  given  in  Table  III 
on  page  10  of  the  Report, 

The  number  of  infectious  diseases  notified  during  1965  was  64,  as 
against  263  in  1964,  This  was  almost  entirely  due  to  the  reduction  in  the 
number  of  measles  cases  from  227  in  1964  to  34  in  1965,  For  the  nineteenth 
year  in  succession,  no  cases  of  diptheria  were  reported,  and  there  were  no 
cases  of  poliomyelitis  during  the  year. 
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One  case  of  suspected  food  poisoning  was  reported,  but  on  bacterio- 
logical investigation  proved  to  be  negative.  Two  cases  of  respiratory 
tuberculosis  — one  male,  one  female,  were  notified.  There  were  no  deaths 
from  this  caus^. 

During  the  year,  work  to  reduce  atmospheric  pollution  from  industrial 
premises  has  continued  and  further  boiler  plants  were  fitted  with  modem 
furnaces  designed  to  prevent  smoke  pollution.  With  regard  to  slum 
clearance,  twenty-three  houses  were  demolished  and  thirty  persons 
rehoused  from  Clearance  Areas,  many  from  the  central  area. 

Work  has  continued  on  the  survey  and  inspection  of  the  second  section 
of  the  large  central  area.  In  November  this  year  a Clearance  Area  of 

76  houses  was  represented.  This  was  part  of  a Compulsory  Purchase  Order 

of  83  houses  and  other  buildings. 

Houses  on  the  north  side  of  Pleasant  Street,  Back  Pleasant  Street, 
Hindle  Street,  Back  Hindle  Street,  Bury  Road  and  Burgess  Street  were 
included  in  this  Order,  in  addition  to  other  buildings. 

At  the  time  of  writing  this  report  the  Ministry  of  Housing  and 
Local  Government  had  inspected  the  properties,  but  confirmation  of  the 
Order  was  still  awaited. 

May  I express  my  thanlcs  to  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Health 
Comnittee,  the  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector  and  the  Staff  of  the  Health 
Department  for  their  co-operation  throughout  the  year,

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SECTION  B 


GENERAL  PROVISION  OF  HEALTH  SERVICES  FOR  THE  AREA 

Under  the  National  Health  Service  Act  the  County  Council  is 
responsible  for  the  health  services  under  that  Acto 

The  following  matters  are  the  responsibility  of  the  Borough 
Council 

Inspection  of  houses  with  regard  to  fitness  for  human  habitation; 
provision  of  suitable  water  supplies j control  of  cleansing  and  disposal 
of  refuse;  inspection  of  all  food  and  food-preparing  premises;  sampling 
of  foodstuffs  for  bacteriological  examination;  the  control  of 
infectious  disease;  sanitary  accommodation  to  houses,  factories,  shops 
and  other  premises;  nuisances  and  defects;  rodent  control;  offensive 
trades;  smoke  abatement;  and  many  other  matters  concerned  with 
environmental  health. 

The  examination  of  pathological  specimen^  and  milk  and  water 
samples,  is  undertaken  without  charge,  by  the  Public  Health  Laboratory 
at  Preston, 

Hospital  facilities  are  now  under  the  Regional  Board  and  Management 
Committees  and  patients  are  admitted  without  regard  to  local  boundaries. 

Ambulance,  District  Nursing,  Midwifery  and  Maternity  and  Child 
Welfare  Services  are  provided  by  the  County  Council  and  administered 
under  the  Divisional  Health  Service  Scheme. 


SECTION  C 


PBEVAIANCE  OF  AND  CONTROL  OVER  INFECTIOUS 
AND  OTHER  DISEASES 


The  National  Health  Service  Act  requires  that  copies  of  all 
notifications  of  infectious  diseases  must  he  forwarded  without  delay  to 
the  County  Medical  Officero  In  practice  these  notifications  are  sent  to 
the  Divisional  Medical  Officer^  ao  that  he  may  correlate  action  within  the 
health  division  and  to  enable  the  Divisional  Committee  to  gain  a regular 
knowledge  of  the  incidence  of  infectious  disease  throughout  their  area. 

Diphtheria  immunisation  is  now  the  responsibility  of  the  County 
Council  but  close  co-=operation  between  the  Borough  Council  and  the  County 
Council  is  maintained  particularly  for  propaganda  purposes o During  the 
year;,  224  children  iinder  16  years  of  age  were  immunised^  and  in  addition, 
138  children  received  a reinforcement  injection  during  1965o

NOTIFICATIONS  OF  INFECTIOUS  DISEASES  (other  than  Tuberculosis) 
RECEIVED  DURING  THE  YEAR  1905 
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In  addition  to  the  above,  one  case  of  suspected  food  poisoning  was  reported  but  not  confirmed 
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BACTERIOLOGICAL  AND  PATHOLOGICAL  EXAIII NAT  IONS  s 

During  the  year^  31  bacteriological  examinations  were  made  for  the 
presence  of  Salmonella/Dysentery  organisms.  Two  specimens  were  fotind 
to  be  positive  whilst  the  other  29  were  negative.  There  was  one  ether 
bacteriological  examination  with  a negative  result. 


TLIBERCLXOSISg 

Each  case  of  tuberculosis  is  visited  by  the  Tuberculosis  Health 
Visitor  of  the  Lancashire  County  Council  as  soon  as  possible  after 
receipt  of  notification.  Where  desirable g Sanatorium  or  Hospital 
treatment  is  arranged  after  consultation  between  the  Chest  Physician 
and  the  Medical  Practitioner  concerned. 

At  the  beginning  of  the  year,  there  were  36  recorded  cases  of 
tuberculosis 5 5 cases  were  added  and  10  case*  taken  off,  leaving  a total 
of  31  cases  at  the  end  of  the  year. 

The  examination  of  sputum  for  the  presence  of  tubercle  bacilli  is 
carried  out  at  the  Blackburn  Royal  Infirmary, 

In  no  instances  has  there  been  any  wrlful  neglect  or  refusal  to 
notify.  The  notification  of  tuberculosis  in  this  district  being 
satisfactory. 


There  does  not  appear  to  be  any  excessive  incidence  of,  or 
mortality  from  tuberculosis  in  any  particular  occupation  in  the  area. 

It  has  not  been  necessary  to  take  action  during  the  year  under  the 
Public  Health  (Prevention  of  Tuberculosis)  Regulations  1925,  relating  to 
persons  suffering  from  pulmonary  tubercuSosia  employed  in  the  milk  trade, 
or  under  the  Public  Health  Acta  relating  to  the  compulsory  removal  to  a 
hospital  of  persons  suffering  from  tuberculosis. 


DISINFECT ION g 

Generally,  room  fumigation  for  diseases  other  than  tuberculosis  and 
smallpox  is  no  longer  recommended.  Experience  has  shown  that  thorough 
cleansing  with  soap,  water  and  disinfectant  together  with  efficient 
ventilation  of  the  rooms  is  adequate. 

Infection,  in  the  cases  of  diseases  like  scarlet  fever  and  diphtheria 
is  nearly  always  due  to  personal  contact  or  to  the  infection  of  food  and 
drink.

I have  the  honour  to  submit  for  yotir'  consideration;,  my  nineteenth 
Annual  Report  on  the  environmental  conditions  in  the  area  and  the 
progress  recorded  in  1965o 

On  the  south  side  of  Pleasant  Street  demolition  continuedo  The 
houses  above  Lonsdale  Street  were  all  demolished ^ and  this  area,  along 
with  the  areas  exposed  by  the  demolition  of  Spring  Gardens  and  by  the 
demolition  of  th®  builders  yard,  create  one  large  parcel  of  land  ready 
for  early  redevelopment „ V»hen  that  part  of  the  south  side  of  Pleasant 
Street  below  Lonsdale  Street  is  also  demolished,  and  this  is  planned  to 
be  carried  out  early  in  1966,  a very  large  area  will  be  ready  for  the 
redevelopment  plans,, 

The  phased  rehousing  of  people  from  the  Central  Area  is  being 
carried  out  according  to  piano  First  of  all,  the  new  flats  on  the  site 
of  the  Wilkinson  Street  CoPoOo  were  provided  mainly  to  rehouse  people 
from  the  south  side  of  Pleasant  Street  and  Spring  Gardens „ Now,  the 
area  provided  by  demolitions  on  tne  south  side  of  Pleasant  Street  and 
Spring  Gardens  is  tc  be  used  to  rehouse  residents  from  the  proposed  new 
Compulsory  Purchase  Order  on  the  north  side  of  Pleasant  Street „ This 
latter  area,  containing  83  houses  and  certain  other  buildings  was 
represented  to  the  Ministry  in  November  1965o  The  Ministry'  Inspector 
has  made  his  inspection,  but  confirmation  was  still  awaited  at  the  time 
this  letter  was  writteno 

Dxiring  the  year  23  houses  were  demolished  and  30  people  displacedo 
These  were  rehoused  by  the  Council  except  for  a number  who  preferred  to 
find  their  own  accommodatiorio 

Other  building  contemplated  by  the  Council  is  on  a site  at  Helmcroft 
where  20  aged  persons  bungalows  are  plannedo 

Applicants  on  the  Council “s  waiting  list  fcr  Council  dwellings  at 
the  end  of  the  year  were  429,  showing  little  change  from  last  year  when 
uhe  niunber  was  428 o 

Towards  the  end  of  the  year  the  Health  Csmmittee  called  for  a 
detailed  report  on  the  toilets  and  ablution  facilities  at  schools  in  the 
Borougho  For  some  time  there  had  been  considerable  dissatisfaction  with 
regard  to  these  facilities  and  particularly  to  the  position  of  the  toilets 
at  some  of  the  schools „ 
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The  main  concern  ivaa  thet  in  three  of  the  schools  the  toilets  wore 
situated  in  the  school  yard  some  distance  frem  the  school  huildings* 
Children  had  to  cross  the  yard  in  oil  weathers ^ in  one  case  the  distance 
was  70  yards,  to  reach  the  toilets® 

Efforts  were  conm;en<:ed  hy  the  Health  CAuaroittee-  to  endeavour  to 
secure  improved  conditions  and  this  has  C'jor.timaed  in  1966 o 

Further  improvemenr.s  with  regard  to  the  reduction  of  industrial 
smoke  took  place  in  1965  and  at  two  factories  modem  furnaces,  one 
oil  fired  and  one  coal  fired  by  means  of  underfeed  stokers,  were  installed® 
Plans  for  the  erection  of  three  chimneys  were  dealt  with  under  the 
proviaiona  of  the  Clean  Air  Act® 

Work  on  the  Food  Hygiene  Ilegulations  has  continued  during  the  year 
€uid  in  several  instances  improvements  have  been  made,  after  representations 
made  by  this  Department® 

The  Offices,  Shops  & Hallway  Px’emiaes  Act  1963  requires  very 
considerable  inspectorial  work  and  good  progress  was  made  in  1965®  Details 
of  the  number  and  classification  of  premises  and  inspections  made  ar® 
set  ©ut  later  iii  the  report® 

During  the  year  the  Health  Committee  gave  oeasideration  to  the 
introduction  of  a scheme  whereby  o^raere  with  unsatisfactory  water  supplies, 
due  to  a joint  seinrice  pipe,  could  receive  a grant  from  the  Council 
towards  the  provision  of  a separate  service® 

The  report  contains  matters  of  interest  and  importance  dealing  with 
the  cleansing  service,  water  supplies,  milk  su^iplies,  eanitaxy 
accammodation,  rodent  control  and  other  services. 

My  appreciation  and  thanks  are  due  te  all  Members  and  Officials  of 
the  Council  for  their  interest,  encouragetnent  and  vslnahle  assistance, 
and  particularly  to  th®  Chairman,  Vice  Chairsuan  and  Members  of  the  Health 
Comaittee®  Ify  grateful  thanks  ar®  also  due  to  an  efficient  and  loyal 
staff  for  their  migrudging  service  throughout  the  j'-ear®

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SECTION  D 

ENVIRONMENl'AL  C niCUMSTANCES 


WATER; 

On  the  1st  April,  1963,  the  Bolton  Corporation  Waterworks  Undertaking 
was  increased  to  include  the  areas  previously  served  by  the  Irwell  Valley 
Water  Board,  and,  on  the  same  date,  the  Calder  Water  Board  was  increased 
to  include  the  area  previously  covered  by  the  Accrington  and  District 
Water  Boards 

The  water  supply  of  Haslingden  is  obtained  mainly  from  the  Bolton 
Corporation  Waterworks  Undertaking,  with  a small  number  of  houses  in  the 
Rising  Bridge/St onefold  area  being  supplied  by  the  Calder  Water  Board, 
and  the  remainder  = some  264  houses  and  farms,  by  springs  and  wells „ 

The  percentage  of  occupied  houses  supplied  from  private  sources  such  as 
springs  and  wells,  is  approximately  5,0,,  In  all  cases  the  water  supply 
by  the  two  Undertakings  is  direct  to  taps  in  the  consumers  houses, 
neither  of  the  Undertakings  deliver  water  by  stand  pipes^ 

Approximately  sixty-=three  per  cent  of  the  houses  in  the  Borough  are 
now  fitted  with  baths*,  Extensions  of  1092  yards  to  the  existing  mains 
of  the  Bolton  Corporation  Waterworks  Undertaking,  were  laid  during  the 
yearo  The  water  supplied  in  this  area  is  treated  with  lime  for  plumbo- 
solvencyo  The  Water  Undertakings  take  large  numbers  of  samples  of 
treated  and  nntreated  water  to  ensure  satisfactory  quality„  A new 
filtration  plant  with  a nominal  output  of  3o5  million  gallons  a day  was 
completed  and  put;  into  commission  at  Haslingden  Grane  in  i965o 

The  Health  Department  took  37  samples  of  water  for  bacteriological 
examinatioHo  Of  12  samples  taken  direct  from  the  mains  11  were  satisfactory. 
Of  25  samples  taken  from  other  sources,  13  were  sat isfactoryo  Three 

chemical  samples  were  taken  from  private  supplies  of  which  one  was  found 
to  be  satisfactory. 


DRAINS  AND  SEWERS; 

The  sewage  disposal  works  are  under  the  control  of  a Joint  Board, 
and  deal  with  the  sewage  of  the  three  Rossendale  Valley  Toims  = Bacup, 
Haslingden  and  Rawtenstallo  The  plant  is  situated  at  the  lowest  point 
in  the  area,  and  the  method  of  treatment  is  precipitation  and  filtration, 
with  outfall  into  the  River  Irwell,  A major  improvement  scheme,  the 
provision  of  a sludge  digestion  plant  and  drying  beds,  was  completed 
during  1960, 

Additional  lengths  of  sewer  were  provided  far  three  private  estates 
now  in  course  of  erection  = Bentgate  Estate;  Gregory  Fold  Estate  and 
Springfield,  Altogether  580  yards  of  9’*  sewer  and  195  yards  of  6”  sewer 
was  laid  in  connection  with  these  three  building  sites.

CLOSET  CONVERSION  SCHEME; 

On  the  1st  April  1964  the  Council  introduced  a scheme  whereby  in  approved

Destructor  premises  in  Prinny  Hill  and  occupied  in  December  1963, 
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Th®  weekly  collection  of  household  refuse  was  commenced  in  April  1959^ 
and  this  service  has  been  maintained  since  that  date^  despite  very  real 
difficulty  in  obtaining  suitable  labour „ This  problem  becomes  more 

acute  every  yearo 

The  number  of  collections  per  houscp  varies  between  47  and  50  per  annum 
as  against  26  to  30  prior  to  1959 „ 

For  the  previous  three  years  the  workmen  have  had  an  Annual  Holiday  of
